DEATH  SUMMONS 
UNION  CANDIDATE 
IN  NORTH  ONTARIO 

CANNINOTON.  Ont.,  Oct.  21.— Fol- 
lowlnv  a  hard  day's  electloneerlne.  W. 
J.  Cowan,  Unionist  candidate  In  the 
North  Ontario  by-election,  died  sud- 
denly. The  vote  waa  to  have  been 
polled  on  Mondny  next. 

Only  yesterday  Mr.  Cowan  waa 
nominated  to  eonteat  the  seat  left  va- 
cant by  the  death  of  Col.  Sam  Sharpe. 
il.  P.  His  opponent  was  President 
R.  Hallbert,  Farmer,  who.  out  of  rea- 
peot  for  his  late  opponent,  po^poned 
his  Beaverton  meetinr.  which  was  to 
have  been  addressed  by  Hon.  Mr. 
Crerar. 


The  disaster  waa  caused  by  the  col- 
lapse of  the  main  winding  engine, 
while  150  men  were  being  lowered 
Into  the  mine. 

This  is  the  greatest  disaster  in  the 
hlatory  of  raining  In  Cownwall.  Nearly 
all  of  the  entire  underground  staff  of 
tha  mine  were  in  the  elevaior  at  the 
time  of  the  accident. 

Forty  bodies  have  been  recovered, 
and  It  la  probable  that  othera  wee 
killed.  Doaena  of  miners  were  Injurod.

Sir  Adam  Beck  was  asked  what  his 
attitude  would  be  In  the  event  off  hla 
being  called  upon  to  form  a  Govern- 
ment and  thus  sui^ceed  to  the  5re- 
mlerahlp  of  the  Pt^tavince.  He  de- 
clined to  commit  himself. 

Labor  in  Toronto  appears  to  be 
friendly  toward  Sir  Adam,  and  the 
poaslbUlty  that  he, might  bceome  the 
next  ^emier  of  the  Province  was  dls- 
cuaaed  at  the  Labor  Temple  here  to- 
day In  a  manner  which  denoted  a 
general  wlah  that  thla  might  com^ 
about. 

An  important  meeting  of  the 
United  Farmers  of  Ontario  wllf  be 
held  In  Toronto  tomorrow,  at  which 
Prealdent  Hallbert  and  Hon.  Mr.

OTTAWA,  Oct.  21. — Opposition  ob- 
jections to  the  adoption  by  Parlia- 
ment at  the  present  session  of  the 
Grand  Trunk  bill  wer^  set  forth  in  an 
amendment  offered  by  D.  D^  McKen- 
sle'at  the  cluse  of  a  long  speech  to- 
day. It  was  seconded  by  Hon.  W.  8. 
Fielding.  The  amendment,  which  de- 
clares that  it  would  be  both  improvi- 
dent and  Inexpedient  to  put  the  legis- 
lation tiu-ough  the  Hoyse  this  session, 
is  as  follows: 

"That  the  bill  be  not  read  a  second 
time,  but  that  the  House  do  come  to 
the  following  resolution: 

"That  the  bill  proposes  an  uncer- 
tain but  very  large  addition  to  the 
debt  of  the  Dominion  at  «.  time  when 
existing  obligations,  arising  out  of  the 
war  and  from  other  causes,  are  so 
vastly  in  excew  of  all  previous  obli- 
gations aa  to  give  much  cause  for 
anxiety  on  the  part  of  all  who  ure 
concerned  in  the  financial  poaltlon  of 
Canada  and  the  maintenance  off  the 
public  credit.  ' 

"That  a  measure  of  such  wide- 
reaching  character  and  large  import- 
ance requires  a  study  by  the  House 
and  the  people  that  cannot  poaalbly 
be  given  In  the  closing  daya  of  the 
session. 

"That  the  present  session  of  Parlia- 
ment was  called  for  a  special  purpose, 
whiph  already  has  been  accompllahed. 

"That  on  Wednesday,  October  8,  the 
Honorable  Minister  of  Trade  and 
Commerce,  acting  as  leadbr  of  the 
House  In  the  absence  of  the  Prime 
Minister,  said  that  the  Government's 
expectation  waa  that  the  aession  would 
close  within  the  then  current  week. 

"That  under  such  circumstances,  the 
Introduction  by  the  Government  of  a 
meesure  of  such  great  importance  as 
the  acquisition  of  the  i%ilway  and  pro- 
perty of  the  Grand  Trunk  Company  of 
Canada  la  Improvident  and  Inexpedlr 
eat.

Public  ownership,  he  eald,  waa  al> 
ready  an  established  fact  in  Canada, 
but  the  Government  had  an  Incom- 
plete system  which  made  It  a  good 
business  proposition  to  acquire  the 
Grand  Trunk.  By  Government  owner- 
ship the  country  would  eseape  the  bad 
Influence  for  which  railway  corpora- 
tions have  been  responalble  In  the 
past.  This  would  be  a  good  thing  for 
the  country,  even  Iff  monjby  was  loat 
in  connectiosi  with  the  operation  of 
the  roada. 

In  closing,  Mr.  Rowell  said  that 
delay  would  give  opponenta  of  the 
Government's  proposal  time  to  or- 
ganise their  oppbsitlon.  There  would, 
he  said,  be  no  advantage  in  delay. 

After  Mr.  Dents,  of  JoUette,  had 
opposed  the  bill,  and  Francis  McCrae, 
of  gherbrooke,  had  critteised  Govern- 
ment  ownership;  R.  I*  Richardson 
moved  the  adJournVnentoff  the  debate. 
The  division  on  Mr.  McKensle's

Hon.  N.  W.  RoweU  exptelned*  that 
the  cdnTonUaa  bad  been  entered  Into 
because  ot  the  threatened  extinction 
of  tha  Bockepa  aalmoa  induatry  In 
British  Columbia.  He  compared  a 
record  year,  when  1,600,000  caeee  of 
■almon  were  packed,  wltia  last  year, 
wbfn  the  number  had  dwindled  to 
Sd,aoO    cases. 

This  fltura  oomprised  ail  the  sal- 
no^  packed  on  the  Frasar  River, 
both  la  the  United  States  and  Can- 
ad<t  It  wa#  estimated  that  the  nnm- 
l>er  of  eases  packed  during  the  pres- 
ent year  In  lioth  the  United  Btates 
and      Canada     would      not      exeeed 

s«.«oa. 

It  the  Industry  were  properly  pro- 
'tacted,  said  Mr.  Rowell,  it  micht  bo 
worth  as  much  as  ttO.000,000  a 
year.  The  object  of  the  conventioii 
was  to  inaure  the  preservation  of  the 
Industry.  It  provided  for  the  crea- 
tion of  an  International  convention 
to  investigate  conditions  in  the  rivcT 
and  to  decide  on  necessary  steps  for 
the  protection  of  the  salmon.  'It 
pi^ovided  that  a  closed  season  should 
obtain  so  as  to  permit  the  salmon 
to  ret  up  the  Fraser  River  durint 
apawnltif  time. 

Mr.  Rowell  was  of  the  opinion 
that  the  convention,  if  properly  lived 
up  to,  woxild  be  sumcieni  to  raha- 
bilitatd   the   Industry. 

J.  A.  Robb  asked  what  number  of 
licenses  far  saliaon  flahlnr  Ih  tha 
Fraser  River  had  been  granted  dur- 
tairHbe  present  season,  aad  if  prefer- 
Bpoa  ha4  been  given  to  returned  sol- 
dier* in  this  regard.  Tha  belief  pre- 
vailed, he  said,  that  a  larg^  number 
of  theae  licenses  were  held  by  aliens. 

Hon.  A.  K.  Maclean  said  it  would 
be  Impoosibla  to  answer  the  fluea- 
tlen  ft  a  moment's  notice,  iMit  he 
would  try  to  obtain  the  information. 
He  wao  under  the  Impression  that 
all  the  licenses  were  held  by  British 
subjects  and  that  during  the  last 
year  preference  had  been  given  to 
returned   soldiers  in   lasning  licenses. 

Mr.  Duff  protested  that  there  ware 
other  portions  of  the  International 
Fisheries^  Commission  report  which 
should  be  carried  as  well  as  ttvose 
raferrlng  to  salmon  flsherle*.

Former  Official  of  U.S.  Com- 
merce Department  Speaks 
of  Efforts  to  Supplant  U.S. 
in  Foreign  Markets  y< 


NEW  YORK,  Oct.  21. — Germany, 
recovering  from  the  war  more  rapidly 
than  any  other  Buropean  country, 
now  threatens  to  divert  United  States 
foreign  trade  to  her  own  gain.  Dr. 
B.  B.  Pratt  formerly  chief  of  the 
Bureau  ot  Foreign  and  Domestic 
Commerce,  made  this  declaration  at 
toAlght's  meeting  of  the  New  York 
Foreign  Round  Table. 

"German  salesmen  are  to  he  found 
la  all  tha  coantriea  immediately  sur- 
rounding Germany."  Dr.  Pratt-  said. 
"German  manufacturers  and  mer- 
chants are  offering  prompt  deliveries 
aad  long  terra  credits.  If  we  continue 
to  increase  our  costs  and  raise  our 
prieesi  she  will  take  away 'from  us 
certain   of  our  best  markets. 

"Europe  Is  in  our  debt  todajT  by 
not  less  than  $7,000,000,000.  I  be- 
lieve Europe's  annual  payments  to 
us,  to  make  up  her  deAcit  In  com- 
modities and  to  pay  her  interest 
charges  on  her  debt  to  us,  is  not  less 
than  fH, 150,000, 000.  Some  people 
seem  to  think  we  are  In  a  strong  and 
desirable  position.  Quite  the  reverse 
la  true.  Tjbe  low  rate  of  exchange 
indicates  our  (allure  to  meet  a  finan- 
cial altuatlon.

— The  fortress  of 
Kronstadt  was  still  jn  the  hands  of 
the  6o1shevlki"Bunday,  according  to 
a  dispatch  to  The  Dally  Mail  from 
Terjiokl,  Finland,  from  which  plao« 
the  red  flag  was  then  vlHible  at  the 
masthead  of  the  battleship  Petropav- 
lovsk,  which  is  reported  to  have  been 
raised  since  she  was  torpedoed  by  a 
British  draft  In  August,  and  now  Is 
lying  in  the  Kronstadt  Harbor. 

The  dispatch  to  The  Mail  states 
4hat  factories  at  Kronstadt  were 
working  Sunday  and  that  seaplanes 
which  bombed  the  fortress  that  day 
were  flred  on  by  anti-aircraft  guns. 
The  reported  raising  of  the  white 
flag  at  Kronstadt  Friday  is  as  yet  un- 
explained.

"Ontario  Is  to  have  her  first  ex- 
perience of  coalition."  says  the  To- 
ronto Globe  in  dealing  with  the  re- 
sult of  the  general  election  yester- 
day, under  the  caption,  "A  political 
Revolution."

TORONTO.  Oct  *1.— The  largest 
single  party  in  the  Ontario  Legislature 
created  by  the  general  election  yes- 
terday will  be  that  of  the  United 
Farmers  of  Ontario,  who  elected  forty- 
three  of  the  111  members  of  the 
House.  The  farmers,  by  an  alliance 
with  either  of  the  older  parties  and 
the  labor  members,  can  command  a 
large  working  majority.  Just  what 
win  be  the  next  Government  of  On- 
tario it  is  impossible  to  foresee  at  this 
time.  It  Is  doubtful  if  the  point  will 
be  settled  until  the  new  Legislature 
meets,  ^^s  the  matter  stands,  the  Con- 
servative Government  of  Sir  William 
Hearst  will  remain  in  power  until  the 
House  meets. 

If  in  the  intervening  time  the  Pre- 
mier has  not  succeeded  in  reaching 
a  working  agreement  with  any  other 
party  in  the  House  he  will,  of  course, 
tender  his  resignation  to  the  Lieuten- 
ant-Governor, who  will  then  tiave  to 
turn  to  either  Hartley  Dewart,  leader 
of  the  Liberals,  or  to  the  United  Farm- 
er representation.  But  neither  the 
Liberals  nor  the  farmers  can  form 
a  Government  standing  alone,  and 
which  ever  is  called  upon  to  lead  must 
form  a  Union  Cabinet  or  give  up  the 
task.  A  new  election  might  clear  the 
situation. 

OoallUon  PosslblUUes 

Whatever  may  be  the  outcome.  It 
is  almost  certain  that  Ontario's  negt 
Government  will  be  a  fusion  of  some 
sort,  either  one  of  Conservatives, 
farmers  and  Laborltes.  or  Liberals, 
farmers  and  Laborites. 

In  yesterday's  election,  one  of  the 
most  remarkable  contests  Ontario 
has^ver  experienced,  -the  Hearst 
Con^rvative  Oovemment  went  down 
to  defeat.  Sir  William  Hearst  and 
all  but  two  members  of  those  of  his 
Cabinet  who  were  not  elected  by  ac- 
clamation went  under  in  the  landslide, 
and  of  the  strong  following  of  seventy 
members  who  sat  behind  the  Premier 
in  the  last  Legislature,  only  about 
twenty-six  members  remain,  accord- 
ing to  The  Mall  and  Empire,  the  chief 
Conservative  organ. 

The  defeat  of  the  Conservativaa  was 
due  almoat  entirely  to  the  tremendous 
vote  rolled  up  by  the  Candidates  of 
the  United  Farmers  of  Ontario  and  by 
the  Labor  men,  who  took  forty-thraa 
and  twelve  seats  respectively. 

Liberals    Do    Not   Gala 

The  Liberals,  despite  their  victory 
of  five  seats  In  Tory  Toronto,  stand 
in  the  new  House  practically  as  they 
were  in  the  last  Legislatnre. 

Leaders  of  fhe  United  Farmers  of 
Ontario,  who  yesterday  elected  forty- 
two  or  forty-three  members  to  the 
Legislature  and  bave  an  edge  tfn 
either  the  Literals  or  Conservatlras 
in  the  House  by  fourteen  or  flftaan 
seats,  am  planning  an  aarly  oonven- 
tlon  to  set  the  course  to  l>e  taken  by 
their  organisation. 

Hartley  Dewart.  K.C..  the  Liberal 
leader,  said  this  morning  that  so  far 
his  party  had  made  no  plana  for.  fu- 
ture action.

The  actual  ceremony  of  declaring 
the  ward  open  occupied  but  a  few 
minutes.  Dr.  Fraaer  apoke  briefly  In 
Introducing:  Sir  Arthur,  expreaaing  hla 
aenae  of  the  honor  which  the  General 
waa  conferring  on  the  Inatltution  by 
showing  hla  Intereat  in  the  place.  Tha 
hoapital  had  long  felt  the  need  of  a 
'children's  ward,  but  until  the  preaent 
had  been  unable  to  supply  4he  room 
owing  to<  the  shortage  of  warda  ao 
long  s*  accommodation  waa  required 
for  the  woiuided  soldiers.  However, 
when  the  opportunity  presented 
ltself»  all  the  soldiers  being  remowd 
to  CralgdarrOeh,  friends  eagerly 
Stepped  forward  to  help  the  Slaters 
With  the  fumlahlng  of  the  place. 

"I  was  glad  to  receive  such  an  In- 
vitation aa  you  Sent  me,"  aald  Gen- 
eral Currie  in  addreaaing  the  Siatera. 
For  many  years.  Sir  Arthur  recallad, 
he  had  known  of  the  gOod  work 
being  done  at  St.  Joaeph'a.  It  waa 
excellent  work,  which  the  inatituttion 
was  projecting  in  opening  such  a 
well-equipped  ward  for  the  care  of 
little  patients.  " 

Master  Garner  Currie.  whose  name 
the  Sisters  wished  to  have  associated 
with  the  children's  ward,  stood  beside 
hla  father  tluring  the  proceedings, 
looking  very  smart  In  his  Highland 
uniform.  After  formally  pronouncing 
the  ward  open  Sir  Arthur  was  thanked 
by  Dr.  Barrett  for  hia  klndneaa  In 
oflleiating  at  the  ceremony,  and  in 
responding  the  General  said  that  the 
ootiaslQn  ha«  recalled  \.o  him  some 'Of 
the  many  instancea  of  kindness  and 
devotion  to  duty  which  he  had  wit- 
nessed among  the  Sisters  In  France. 
Ofttimes  he  had  seen  them  tenderly 
caring  for  the  Uttle  refugees  from  the 
devastated  areas.  Child-wetfare  waa 
important  in  national  well-being.  In 
their  unselflsh  work  the  Sisters  had 
done  much  to  help  both  France  knd 
Belgium  thro)igh  a  dire  period  of 
their  hiatory.

In  the  presence  of  some  five  hun- 
dred comrades  who  had  fought  to- 
gether overseas.  Gen.  Sir  Arthur  Cur- 
rl*.  C.B..  K;C.M.a..  Ust  night  wmm  pre- 
sented with  a  life  membership  In  the 
Victoria  Branch  of  tb*  Great  War 
V*terans'  AssooUtion.  President  Axon 
in  Introducing  the  General  to  the 
meeting,  outlined  the  work  of  the  as- 
sociation which  had  now  5«2  branches 
and  a  membership  of  over  300.000  in 
the  Dominion.  He  referred  In  eulo- 
gistic phrases  to  the  honor  gained  by 
the  Caiudian  Corps  comm.inder,  and 
lb*  esteem  in  which  he  was  held  by 
all  who  had  the  pleasure  to  serve 
under  him.  .     ^ 

General  Currle,  who  was  in  civilian 
clothes,  replied  In  a  brief  but  expres- 
sive address,  and  paid  a  warm  tribute 
to  the  work  of  the  Canadians  and  the 
loyal  womenfolk  who  supported  the 
harder  burden.  In  the  times  of  stress. 
He  said  that  It  was  an  honor  to  be 
made  a  life  member  of  the  war  veter- 
ans In  his  home  town,  an  honor  that 
he  esteemed  above  all,  and  that  he 
felt  sure  that  if  the  boys  who  had 
served  with  him  in  the  battlefield 
brought  the  same  high  ideals  to  the 
work  of  reconstruction  as  they  dis- 
played In  France,  there  would  be  no 
difficulty  too  hard  to  overcome. 

Education,  broad  minded  education 
on  the  subjects  under  discussion  was 
necessary  befora  ai^y  action  could  be 
taken.  He,  for  his  part,  since  his  re- 
turn home,  had  to  rely  on  the  nevei- 
papers  for  his  review  of  what  had 
been  occurring.  The  newspapers,  he 
added,  were  apt  to  be  tinged  with  the 
political  color  tirey  reirresented.  and 
he  stated  that  he  was  anxious  to  get 
In  touch  with  all  that  had  taken  pUce 
In  later  years. 

Co-oporatlon   Necessary 

The  General  expressed  regret  that 
there  were  so  many  returned  soldier 
organizations.  Co-operation  was  neces- 
sary In  any  struggle,  and  the  old 
adage  that  "Unity  Is  Strength"  was 
even  more  true  when  applied  to  the 
problems  of  the  moment.  He  said  that 
the  widow  or  dependent  of  any  man 
who  had  served  his  country  and  paid 
the  supreme  price,  must  never  be  al- 
lowed to  want.  The  pension  scheme 
was  hardly  liberal  enough,  and  It 
should  be  the  aim  of  the  country  to 
secure  an  adequate  pension  for  depen- 
dents and  cripples  that  would  permit 
of  the«r  living  In  comfort  at  the  high- 
est rate  prevailing  In  the  Dominion. 
The  rehabilUation  of  the  returned 
man  should  receive  the  most  proper 
and  thorough  care  of  all  in  the  coun- 
try, he  continued,  and  that  the  war 
veterans  held  an  Influence  that  was  a 
power  for  good  in  the  Dominion.  If 
actuated  by  the. same. ideals  that  had 
made  the  Canadian  corps  a  straight 
hard-hitting  body  in  France  and 
Flanders,  the  war  veterans  would 
prove  a  fprce  In  the  Dominion  that 
held  an  ever  increasing  power  for 
good,  both  for  the  returned  man  and 
the  country  generally. 

Do  the  Right  Thing 
"Discipline,"  continued  the  General, 
"Is  the  self  control  that  makes  us  do 
the  right  thing — and  our  conscience 
tells  us  what  is  the  right  thing.  There 
is  no  problem  that  cannot  be  over- 
come by  the  same  principles  that 
made  you  an  irresistible  corps  In 
P'rance." 

"I  will  always  do  all  in  my  power 
to  help  those  who  served  with  mo  on 
the  battlefield,"  Sir  Arthur  continued, 
"and  I  shall  never  let  the  holding  of 
any  position  debar  me  from  saying 
what  I  think." 

In  conq^udlng.  the  General  referred 
to  the  endeavor  on  the  part  of  the  war 
veterans  to  secure  a  new  home,  and 
said  that  they  should  be  granted  every 
support  in  the  movement.  On  the  con- 
clusion of  hlK  address.  General  Currle 
was  accorded  a  thunderous  ovation, 
followed  by  three  cheers  with  a 
"tiger"  and  the  singing  of  "He's  a 
Jolly  Good  Fellow." 

At  the  wish  of  Comrade  Currle,  the 
routine  business  of  the  aHsooiatlon  was 
carried  on,  and  matters  were  disposed 
of  in  the  usual  methodlcsl  manner.  A 
long  report  on  the  final  settlement,  of 
the  gratuity  scheme  was  read.  The 
report  In  full  la  to  be  taken  up  for 
disctisslon  «t  the  next  general  meeting.

Isod  to  carry  out  tlie  substanoa  of 
a.  platform!  endorsed  by  the  thirty 
men  whose  tiamee  are  placed  In  ap- 
proval of  my  candidature.  If  I  dont 
deliver  the  goods.

About  itfty  persons  heard  Mr,  Bar- 
nard talk  last  night.

Labor 
Council,^  was  In  the  t^lr,  and  the 
only  other  speaker  was  Mr.  J.  W. 
Woodsworth,  the  longshoreman  wl^o 
was  one*  a  clergyman  and  gained 
notorle^  during  the  Winnipeg  strike. 
The  chairman  did  not  refer  to  Mr. 
Woodsworth's  Winnipeg  activities  In 
Introducing  him.  He  simply  said  that 
Mr.  WbodswoHh'vas  a  mai)  "whode 
mind   la  stored   with   facts." 

Mr.  Barnard,  though  he  spok* 
only  hai?  an  hour,  'coverad  a'  go6d~ 
deal  of  ground.  He  reiterated  hla 
charges  about  the  Qovemment  being 
responsible  for  proflteering  and  high 
living  costs,  ridiculed  the  Senate,  de- 
clared himself  in  favor  of  prohibi- 
tion, and  even  had  something  to  aay 
about  free  love. 

Ia  Lcogae  Wltli  PraStaers 

Mr.  Barnard  charged  that  the  Un- 
ion Oovornment  was  In  league  with 
the  cold  storage  Intercats.  '  He  held 
that  the  packing  plants  were  sab- 
sidlsed  by  the  Government  and  that 
the  head  of  the  Oovernqienl  was  ~a 
heavy  shareholder  la  one  of  the  big 
corporations. 

"I  ask  you,  Is  that  a  condition  we 
want  to  have  continued?"  he  In- 
quired. "Mr.  Rowell,  of  the  Domin- 
ion cabinet,  has  told  us  the  couhtry 
is  going  bankrupt,  yet  the  Oovern-' 
ment  doesn't  hesitate  to  call  a  ses- 
sion of  Parliament  to  give  support- 
era  of  the  profiteers  another  12,500 
as  Sessional  allowance.

Mr.  Barnard  warned  his  audlaofie 
against  a  "sifap  verdict"  gratuity 
announcement  which  he  predletad 
would  be  made  before  the  election 
was  concluded  as  a  bait  for  pro- 
Union  votes.  He  'said  the  Federal 
legisiatloii  taking  tha  BX2.  election 
out  of  the  Provincial  Jurisdiction  was 
a  move  to  place  the  pablie  utUltles 
under    control    of   the    blir    Interests. 

After  stating  that  the  thirty  men 
whose  names  appeared  on  hly  nom< 
Ination  paper  would  be  the  oaos  to 
make  a  deolaion  reapectlng  hla  now 
famoua  undated  resignation,  Mr. 
Barnard  said  that  ha  was  afraid  that 
too  many  people  in  Victoria  seemed 
to  fancy  that  hs  was  a  bewhiskerod 
gentleman  frbm  the  heart  of.

anti-conscription    meeting."

Last  night  In  the  Sunday  Rchool 
room  of  the  Metropolitan  Metbodkit 
Church  Madame  Sanderaon-Mongin 
held  an  audience  In  fascinated  Inter- 
eat  throughout  her  lecture  on  the 
historic  Versiilllea.  France.  Her  ad- 
drcBB.  illustrated  with  nearly  100  ex- 
cellent slides  manipulated  by  Mr.  A. 
E.  Iluxtable.  waa  given  In  conjunc- 
tion with  an  attractive  entertainment 
arranged  by  the  Olria'  Club  of  the 
church.  M  the  flrst  of  a  xeriea  to  be 
held  during  the  Winter  season,  and 
Bolos  rendered  by  Mrs.  Knight  and 
/.lesars.  Crook  and  .1.  o.  Dunford 
added  much  to  the  enjoyment  of  the 
evening.  Their  niualcal  accompanl- 
mcnta  were  played  by  Mrs.  Wllder- 
apln. 

Prefacing  her  Ulk  on  tho  views 
shown  oh  the.screen,  the  talented  lec- 
turer gave  a  brief  hlMtory  of  the  hia- 
torlc  place,  its  palaces,  courta  and 
kings  In  the  seventeenth  century  and 
during  the  reigns  of  Ixtula  XIV 
L«uls  XV..  and  Loula  XVI.,  and  alau. 
In  direct  contrast  to  that  period,  de- 
scribed the  scenes  attending  the  sign- 
ing of  the  peace  treaty  In  the  famous 
Hall  of  Mirrors  at  Versalllea.  Views, 
showing  the  actual  signature,  the 
various  delegates  at  the  conference 
and  the  waiting  crowds  outside,  all 
extremely  interesting,  were  presented 
by  Mr.  Huxtable  and  described  by 
Madame  Sanderson-Mongln. 

Referring  to  the  vain,  ambitious 
Louis  XV.,  she  described  his  early 
life,  his  night  from  Paris  while  still 
a  young  hoy,  hIa  '  meagre  education 
hIa  ascension  to  the  throne  as  a 
despotic,  absolute  monarch,  hia  mar- 
'rlage  to  the  poor  little  inslgnMcant 
Infanta  of  Spain.  Marie  Theresa:  hie 
favorites  among  the  beautiful  women 
of  -his  court,  his  personal  character- 
istics and  love  of  pompous  show  and 
magRlflcenre.  He  was  foKunate  In 
having  great  men  as  ministers  of  his 
Cabinet — men  both  capable  and  hon- 
eet — who  furnished  the  llnaneee  for 
his  extravagances.  But  Louis  hlmeelf 
was  abaolute.  and  parliament,  submis- 
sive under  his  rule,  was  a  mere  court 
of  Justice.  The  King  surrounded  him- 
self with  beauty,  wit.  elegance,  poets, 
artleta  and  authors,  while  hie  generale 
and  sallore  won  the  battlee  for 
France. 

Ae  a  despot  and  at  the  height  of 
his  glory,  Louis  had  built  Versailles 
for  himself,  but  at  the  expense  of  the 
nation.  An  idea  of  the  enormous 
work  entailed  was  conveyed  by  the 
statement  that  IS.OOS  workmen  had 
been  employed.  The  beautiful  palace 
had  been  prepared  at  an  expenditure 
of  tlSO, 000.000,  the  gardens  elone 
costing  tlS.VOS.  For  a  whole  reign 
there  was  eoncentmted  here,  artlsUc 
production  In  paintings,  sculpture 
and  architecture.  The  water  had 
been  brought  by  canale  and  aque- 
ducts, the  fountains — hundreds  of 
them — illumliMted.  the  whole  being. 
In  veritable  truth,  a  fslryland. 

His  successors  snd  their  weakening 
rule,  leading  up  ta  the  revolution, 
was  expllclttr  pertrared  by  the  lec- 
turer, who  Interspersed  her  talk  wUh 
e  number  of  Intereetlng  anecdetes  of 
the  seenee  deoerfbed.

Aside  'fnillm  hie  ieveni^en-round 
knockout  of  Eddie  McQoorty,  little  Is 
known  in  this  country  f  ^out  Joe  Beck- 
ett, the  heavy  weglht  champion  of  Sing- 
land,  who  has  t>een  so  prominently 
mentioned  as  a  Ukely  opponent  for 
Jack  Dempaey. ,  Beckett  is  more  or 
leas  of  a  mystery  and,  while  BngUiad 
hails  him  with  rreat  gusto  and  herklds 
him  as  the  conilnir  champion  of  the 
^orl4,  the  fact  that  It  took  him  aeven-'' 
teen  rounds  to  defeat  McOoorty  failed 
to  add  preitlve  to  his  oaqse  in  Amer- 
ica. However,  the  following  from' 
England  will  be  fnterestlng  to  the 
boxing  fans  of  this  country: 

"Blessed  Wfth  the  face  of  a  ^blill  and 
the  mentality  of  a  mata4or.  igaeph 
Beckett,  the  present  ohaiupioii  of  Eng- 
land, has  come  Co  the  front  with  a 
ruah.  In  191(1  he  wa»  looked  upon  as 
a  second-rate  fighter,  whose  courage 
was  more  than  under,  suspicion;  In 
Iglt  he  is  hailed,  and  Juatly^ao,  as  the 
best  heavyweight  fighter  Great  Brit- 
ain has  produced  since  Mitchell,  bar- 
ring always,  ef  ooune,  old  Bob  Fitz- 
slmmons,  who,  like  Tommy'  Burns, 
used  to  change  hla  nationality  with  alt 
the  ease  of  a  ohameleon  ■'  ehanging 
color. 

"Unlike  ftiMIC  ehamplone,  Boofcett 
lacks  personality.  whlch\is  usually  the 
long  suit  with  tift  majority  ef  cham-^ 
pions,  as  a  moment'e  reflection  will 
demonetrate.  He  is  not  tha  type  of 
chap  over  whom  eport  writers  aatf 
novelists  will  ever  wax  lyrical;  ofe 
cannot  associate  him  In  the  mind's 
eye  with  any  of  those  fistie.  pyi'bteeh- 
nlcs  which  cast  such  a  hirid  glare 
over  the  careers  of  FItaslmmons  and 
SuHiTaif.  Beekett's  whole  personality 
and  eareer,  la  fact  utight  be  summed 
up  In  the  words  used  by  Johnson  to 
Borger  upon  a  memorable  occasion: 
'I  am  like  Sysoilby.  I  don't  cut  no 
records,  but  I  keep  on  winning.'  That 
hlta  Beckett'e  ngll  plumb  on  the  head 
— he  keeps  en  winning. 

"For  all  ^l8  bovine  countenance 
Beckett  ia.  as  I  have  already  hinted,  a 
Quick  thinker,  and  the  man  who  Judges 
his  mentality  by  his  face  and  takaa 
libertlea  Is  likely  to  get  badly  atuag. 

"While  It  would  be  Merely  giving 
unnecessary  work  to  the  recording 
angel  to  aseeft  that  Beeko|t  possesses 
detrirtMMl  of  the  Mitchell  brand,  he 
has  proved  time  and  again  that  he  Is 
not  the  dunce  some  of  his  detractors 
have  tried  to  make  him  out  His 
generalship  is  distinctly  good  and  he 
adapta  his  methode  to  hla  op|>onAits' 
with  disconcerting  facility.  Haivlng 
oner  decided  on  following  ■'  parMealar 
method  ho  takee  a  deal  off  headtaier  en. 
as  Wells  and  Qoddard  found  to  their 
mutual  grief.  Being  maoh  shorter 
than  either  of  theA  it  was  naturally 
Beckett's  part  to  stand  In  eloae  and 
slam,  ittst  as  It  was  the  boaiireaa  of 
I  Wells  and  Oo^dard  /o  keep  the  Soton- 
lan  to  long  bowla.  This,  howevef,  they 
sigaally  failed  to  do.  and  IxKh  oC  them 
went  down  to  Beckett's  smashlAg  left 
hook  to  the  stomach.  And  this  same 
left  hook  te  a  peach  and  HaMe  to  etop

The  bird  hunter,  partieutarly  of  the 
duck  shooting  variety,  is  apt  to  get 
a  bit  careleea  with  his  cfMttor  of  the 
speed  of  the  game  bird.  Mites  per 
hoar  are  scattered  around  with  the 
lavish  hand  that  marks  the  appor- 
ttoniag  of  inches  to  the  length  of  fish 
when  the  flehing  clan  foregather. 

Most  dock  hunters  are  persuaded 
that  a  duck  coming  down  wind  la 
something  like  two  wing  strokes  be- 
hind sudden  death,  but  several  Jumps 
ahead  of, a  streak  of  lightning  in 
speed.  A. hundred  miles  an  hour  >a 
apparently  a  handy  ngure  on  which 
to  pile  Itllt  more  figures  or  occasion- 
ally to  cut  down  a  bit. 

While  a  gale  boosting  at  the  tail 
feathers  of  a  duck,  that  Is  a  swift 
duck  anyhow  adds  perceptibly  to  the 
speed  of  the  bird,  yet  there  is  no  rec- 
ord of  the  marveloua  speed  claimed 
for  game  blrda  under  ordinary  condi- 
tions. 

There  is  used  In  ballistic  science,  an 
Instrument  called  the  chronograph, 
which  in  the  form  most  used,  consists 
of  a  -weight  held  up  by  an  electro- 
magnet. A  spring-lmpeUed^  knife 
blade  is  held  by  another  magnet  in 
such  fashion  that  If  releaaed,  it 
aprlngs  out  and  marks  a  coating  of 
soot  flrst  applied  to  the  weight.  First 
a  mark  la  made  in  the  soot  in  the 
weight  oppeelte  the  knife.

Wwyyfc  •  sc»»en  of  wires  con- 
netNOd  With  the  mafnet  holding  the 
wefgkt  and  placed  at  the  muasle  of 
th<  gMn,  the  wires  are  cut,  and  the 
weight  starts  to  fan.  When  the  bullet 
or  shot  ehar»e  paases  through  the 
second  screen  of  wires,  say  SO  feet 
flMm  the  mmaie,  the  cutting  of  the 
wires  permits  the  knife  to  fly  out  and 
mark  the  failing  wHght.  Then  the 
dlatance  between  the  marks  on  the 
welgrtit  la  measured  and  aa  heavy 
Weights  fall  a  ahort  distance  always 
at  the  same  speed,  it  la  eaay  to  Uans- 
late  tha  eislaace  WtWOen  these 
marks  ftito  tittle,  and  so  to  find  how 
long  the  ballet  took  to  cress  the  space 
between  screens.

K*  worked  in  the  Seattle  shipyards 
as  foreman  and  in  the  evenings,  dur- 
Inc  strikes,  or  when  delayed  by  rabi 
or  no  lu|nb*r  at  the  yards  he  would 
work  on  hlf  boat,>and  last  SprfaiiT'  he 
eompleted  her,  Ave  years  after  com- 
mencing work.  With  the  exception 
of  a  fewr  days'  help  given  voluntarily 
by  a  friend  of  his,  Capt.  Bode  did  all 
the  work-  himself  throughout.  With 
the  exception  of  the  ship's  lines  there, 
were  no  plans  prepared,  but  from

builder  'know  what  he  was  going  to 
do.

In  May,  1918,  the  hull  was  com- 
)>leted.  and  Capt.  Bode  launched  her

Hm  tells  with  a  smile  how  he 
bought  mnfl  used  a  new  rope  as  a 
check  aad  how  the  boat  tore  down 
the  way*  so  fast  that  she  drove  al- 
most under  water  and  would  have 
made  any  attempt  to  stop  her  sui- 
cidal. The  hull  went  down  at  sucli 
a  speed 'that  she  crashed  into  'a, 
launch  and  dug  a  hole  in  her,  .  a,U 
though  not  injuring  herself.  Capt. 
Bode .  carried  out  the  launching  Jn 
Spite  of  a  sneierlng  chorus  thdt  it  could 
not  be  done  by  one  man.  The  labor 
Insuranoe  man  in  Seattle  went  -to  Mm 
and  wanted  to  see  his  payroll.

Last  Spring  the  schooner  was- fln- 
Ished.  and  containing  as  sh*  does  tha 
experience .  gained  by  th'e-xonstzucr 
tlon  of  two  other  vessels  -and  XS' 
years'  egp*ri*no*  with  ship*,  the.  ves- 
sel Is  ph>neunced  by  mariners  1m  an 
unusual^  fine  piece  of  work.  She  has 
a  length  ot  66  feet,  a  beam  of  20 
f**t,  a  depth  of  9  feet,  and  Is  41  tons 
net.  The  frames  are  of'^  white  oa]k 
covered  wtth  two-Inch  planking  of 
flr,  and  a  celling  three  Inohes  deep. 
Fastenings  are  bronze  throughout  as 
are  also  the  propeller,  stufllpg  box, 
rudder  fittings,  etc.  The  ke«l  •  and 
keelson  make  three  feet  three  inphea 
of  solid  wood.

Once  more  Capt  Bode  built  hlmsslf  a 
boat,  this  time.it  being  a  larger  auxU- 
tkry  schooner  called  the  Albatroes. 
This  craft  had  a  160-horsepower  engbie 
and  Irais  constructed  at  Brisbane,  one 
year  he  traded  in  copra  in  the  Solomon 
Islands  and  New  Guinea.  On  one  occa- 
sion, out  of  fuel,  the  ship  came  ta 
anchor  oft  shore  and  was  attacked  by 
the  .savages,  who  were  kept  off  by 
Capt  Bode  wlth_a  rifia,  which  grew  so 
hot  that  it  could  no  longer     be     fired. 


Th*  situation  was  desperat*  .wImo  a 
steamer  arrived  and  rescued  the  Alba- 
trosa  On  that  occasion  it  took  nine 
weeks  to  beat  up  to  New  Guinea, 
where  Capt  Bode  continued  his  trading. 
He  could  not  trust  his  etfm  of  six  na- 
tives and  slept  with  a  rfnpolver  in  oa* 
hand  aad  a  dagger  In  .^e  otlier  tor 
weeks  oiwend.  White  meA  died  <ft  fever 
aad  natives  alone  oould  t>e  obtained. 
Capt.  Bode  say*  that  quinine  alone  kept 
him  alive.  On  several  ocoaalons  mem- 
bers of  the  crew  attempted  CaptT  Bode's 
life,  but  he  came  through  alive.  Kulu. 
a  great  St  Bernard  dog,  kept  guard 
over  him  at  night  aad  was  trained  to 
attack  those  who  came  near. 

Oa  one  occasion  Capt.  Bode  went  to 
a  portion  of  the  Islands  where  others 
had  been  afraid  to  venture.  ~  The  sav- 
ages of  the  New  Guineas  are  cannibals, 
and  are  reported  to  have  eaten  alive 
the  missloaaries  there  some  time  after 
Capt  Bode  left  the  South  Seas.  On  the 
oocaslon  in  queetlon  Capt  Bode  was 
bartering  when  attacked  by  the  sa-vages. 
He  was  at  all  times  well  armed  and  In 
defense  ahot  quite  a  number,  getting 
away  after  being  hit  in  the  arm  by  poi- 
soned arrows.  The  marks  are  still 
there.  *2ulu  was  blinded  then  by  ar- 
rows an'd  was  shot  by  bis  master  to 
put  him  out  of  his  misery. 

The  end  of  the  Albatross  came  in  a 
hurricane.    After  three  daya  and  three 
nlghte  of  watching,  having  no  one  else 
be  could  trust  to  handle  his  ship.  Capt 
Bode    fell    asleep    over    the    chart   and 
awoke  to  hear  that  the  Albatross  was 
upon  a  reef  In     Torree     Strait.     Capt 
Bode- and  five  of  the  seven  natives  got 
^  away  in  the'  whale  boat,  two  men  being 
lost     The  owner  saved   the  panta  and 
oil  skins  which  be  wore  and  lost  an  un- 
insured b*at   twenty-five   hundred  dol- 
lars worth  -of-  trading  goods,  and  other 
supplies   worth  many   thousands. 
W«at  Veait  lishlag 
After  being  at  sea  for  nine  days .  In 
the   whale   boat    the   party   was  picked 
up   by   a    Government   ship   aad    taken 
to  safety.     That  was  six     years     ago. 
Capt   Bode   then  built  a  14-ton   cutter 
at'Suva  for  a  French  syndicate,  and  op- 
artted  her  two  years  as  a  pearl  fisher. 
After  making  a  trip  to  this  coast  and 
up  to  Alaska  Capt  Bode  went  to  Hono- 
lulu and  worked  there  at  the  'construc- 
tion of  a  drydock  for  the  InUr-Island 
Navigation    Steamship     ComiMUiy.     He 
then  came  to  Vlotorla  and  tried  to  buy 
for  another  party  one   of   the   whalers 
here.      He    gave    up     the     proposition 
when  he  f ouhd  that  the  boat  could  not 
go  under  American  registry. 

,  Three  •ly inters  ago  Capt.  Bode  agabi 
went  to  Honolulu  as  mate  on  a  schooner 
and  returned  to  SeatUe.  One  of  the 
men  who  will  aid  In  Uking  the  Queen 
of  Hawaii  down  south  Is  a  sailor  who 
served  In  the  American  Navy  with  Capt 
Bode. 

"the  Queen  of  Hawaii  Is  my  mastsr- 
Piece."  says  Capt.  Bode.  "Tee.  I  have 
had  an  exciUng  life,  but  I  am  goina 
back  again."

Believing  that  this  proposal  savored 
of  discrimination,  the  Board  of 
Trade  took  the  matter  up  with  Dr. 
Tolmle,  with  th*  reault  that  the  fol- 
lowing self-explanatory  telegram  -was 
received    yesteiMlay    by   the    minister. 

"Re  lumber  shipments  from  Vic- 
toria to  New  Zealand  and  Australia, 
there  must  be  some  misunderstanding 
about  this  matter.  We  are  a*  anxious 
to  serve  Victoria*  aa  Vancouver.  The 
position  is,  however,  that  the  first 
eaillng  for  Australia  has  been  booked 
with  full  cargo  from  Vaaoouvsr  in 
the  same  way  as  the  first  cargo  of 
lumber  for  the  United  Kingdom  was 
booked  from  Genoa  Bay.  Tou  may 
rest  -sssured  that  ther*  wUl  b*  no 
discrimination  between  these  ports  In 
respect  of  our  sailings.
